Judge Duncan says pore

In a long-awaited decision, 
U.S. District Court Judge 
Robert Duncan ruled Jan. 8 
that tne Columbus Police Dept. 
is guilty of blatant discrimina- 
tion against Black police offic- 
ers in the matters of promo- 
tions, transfers, and assign- 
ments. 

He did, however, let the 
police heirarchy off the hook in 
the area of discriminatory dis- 
ciplinary actions. 

Duncan ordered that the 
Police Officers for Equal 


_Rights (POER), the group of 


Black officers that filed the 
1978 litigation, meet with 
police officials to develop a 
plan to remedy the situation 
within the division and report 
to him by Feb. 15. 

Duncan's lengthy decision-- 
120 pages--traced the pattern 
of discrimination in the police 
department from the 1940s 
through the present. 

“In most areas the division 

as provided excellent service 

this community,” he pointed 
out. “This long history of excel- 
lence has resulted from the 
combined efforts of women 
and men who performed this 
often dangerous and difficult 
work for less than desirable 
compensation. Nothing in this 
apinion should be read to den- 
igrate the positive contribu- 
tions of such individuals.”

According to 
William Oliver, president of NHC, money for the project was 
provided by the Orlean Co., a housing development firm from 
Cleveland. 

Because the project was built in a previously-all-white area, 
neighborhood residents bitterly protested the development. 
Their efforts, however, were unsuccessful, and the develop- 

. ment was completed in 1972.

Black lawmakers plan legislative agenda 


By GILBERT PRICE 


January 7 marked the first day of 

a new era -- the “bipartisanship” 
initiative of Gov. Richard F. 
Celeste. While the governor pre- 
viously was able to work with a 
Democratically- controlled Senate 
and House, Republicans will now 
control the upper chamber by a 
count of 18-15. ' 
- However, the new bipartisan- 
ship will not stop the planning that 
the Ohio.General Assembly's 12 
Black legislators are doing to 
present their own legislative 
agenda in both houses. 

Several items rank high on the 
list; according to: Black Elected 
Democrats of Ohio (BEDO) 
Chairman C.J. McLin. Probably 
first on the list is an effort he calls 
“the HB 584 for Black truckers” -- 
an attempt to lower the licensing 
barriers which often bar Black 
truckers from competing against 
long-established white-owned 
firms. 


When the Public Utilities Com- 
mission of Ohio (PUCO), which 
regulates trucking routes and 
charges within Ohio, was formed 
in 1938, there were only a handful 
of Black trucking firms in exist- 
ence. The firms which were 
licensed at that time (Jacobs & 
Son Movers, for one), had the 
opportunity to get the best routes. 
Sinced PUCO laws permit an exist- 
ing permitholder to block the use 
of his route by another firm, Black 
firms are often barred from com- 
peting against long-established 
white firms on the choice routes. 

In fact, they often must work as a 
subcontractor of the firm holding 
the route in order to get trucking 
jobs at all. Fi 

BEDO's bill would ease those 
restrictions, by eliminating much 
of the regulation which effectively 
bars Black truckers from 

. Competing.

One of the 
most fascinating treasures of 
the archive is a series of 240 
audio recordings of meetings 
held from 1940-55 by the 
Brotherhood of Sleeping Car 
Porters, the famed pioneering 
Black union. 

Dr. Wilson says that the 
Black labor movement has 
deep roots in American his- 
tory. “A movement existed as 
far back as the age of slavery,” 
he says. “There were at least 
230 documented slave revolts, 
and countless sitdown strikes. 

“After the Civil War, the 
Knights of Labor attempted to 
organize Black workers in the 
North and South, but these 
efforts eventually failed,” Wil- 
son points out. “it wasn't until 
the emergence of the Brother- 
hood of Sleeping Car Porters 
after World War i that another 
successful effort was made.” 

The success of the Porters, 
established in 1925, was in 
large measure due to its 
founder, A. Philip Randolph, 


worker from unwarranted obs- - 


curity. Located in Alexander 
Library on the New Brunswick 
campus, the growing resource 
is the first comprehensive col- 
fection-devoted-solely_to the 
history of Black labor in 
America. wf 

“Until now, there has been 
no real systematic archival 
approach to Afro-American 
labor history,” according to 
Joseph Wilson, an assistant 
professor of Africana studies at 


* Rutgers and the director of the 


project. 

‘Here, we have begun to 
locate, preserve and make 
accessible to scholars all mate- 
rial relating to Black workers in 
the U.S. after the Civil War,” he 
explains. “There will be partic- 
ular emphasis on labor and 
civil-rights, Black-white tabor 
relations, working conditions 


for Blacks, and the position of - 


Black workers in the hierar- 
chies of the various trade 
unions.” 

The State University of New 
Jersey collection includes the 
papers of prominent Black 
union leaders, as wellas a host 
of phétographs and docu- 
ments from various unions and 


‘some of whose papers are in 


the Rutgers collection. 
“Randolph was a formidable, 


charismatic figure,” says .Wil-_ 


son. “With much opposition 
from the Pullman. Company, 
he traveled across the-nation 
organizing the porters. He was 
‘a lifelong Socialist, founder of 
the radical Black newspaper 
The Messenger--later the voice 
of the Porters--and generally 
championed the cause of 


‘ oppressed people everywhere, 


regardiess of nationality or 
race. 

“At one point in the early 
1920s, the U.S. government 
labeled him ‘the most danger- 
ous man in America’,”, Wilson 
said. 

Later, in 1939, Randolph 
organized a march on Wash- 
ington designed -to protest job 
discrimination. Scheduled for 
1940, the march was called off 
when President Franklin 
Roosevelt agreed to establish 
the Fair Employment Practices 
Commission, which eventually 
gave rise to today’s Equal 
Employment Opportunity

could not do so under their own auspices. Therefore, the 
executive committee of the local NAACP. created Ivywood, Inc. 
as a separate corporation, charged with the responsibility to 
assist in development of the project as well as its management. 
However, the Ilvywood board had not functioned since 1977, 
until it was reorganized in 1984 to receive the funds from the 
sale of its interest. 

. Negotiation of the sale was coordinated by William Oliver of 
NHC, who had been the moving force behind the original 
development. The NHC and the local NAACP,’ which each 
owned 12 percent of the equity value of the project, received 
$50,000 apiece for their interest. Oliver concluded, “! think we 
got a good settlement out of it. (The local branch) didn't put 
ariything in.” The sale was initiated by The Oriean Co., which 
had bought out competing interests in another Franklin 
““"County project in the same time period. 

The sale having been negotiated, there remained a problem: 
one of the contracting parties--lvywood, Inc.--no longer 
existed. They had been inactive so long that their status asa 
state-chartered corporation had lapsed. According to Collins, 
the local NAACP’s executive committee voted to give him the 
authority to reinstitute Ilvywood, which he did--with himself as 
president, former Ivywood Board President Dr. Catherine 
Scott-Pyant as vice-president, and Kim Childs as treasurer. 

in dispute, however, is lvywood's relation to the ‘incoming | 
officers of the NAACP. Collins is convinced-that the NAACP 
has “no right” to any of the funds raised by the sale “because it 
was not in the charter.” However, he stated that the NAACP 
would be the recipient of the proceeds from the sale “in one 
form or another.” Later, he stated that Ivywood, Inc. would 
fund an endowriiigiigtogram. Evans, according to a. 
not a member Sivywood Board, nor is he entitled: to 
membership by virtue of his position as president of the local 
chapter. 

However, Evans believes that the link between Ivywood and 
the NAACP is rooted in history, and claims to have minutes of 

- NAACP board meetings which reflect not only that the local 
chapter of the NAAGP. would-control the Ivywood board, but 
that Ivywood, Inc. is obligated to turn over its funds to the 
Columbus chapter if the chapter executive committee, by reso- 
lution, so compels it. 

Scott-Pyant disputed Collins on several points. She argued. 
that there was an “informal relationship” between Ilvywood and 
the local NAACP, and that there was a memorandum of under- 
standing or other document which reflected that relationship. 
In addition, she raised the “possibility that lvywood Board 
would just disband, allocate its funds, and terminate its exist- 
ance.” When questioned whether she expected the board, as 
Collins had said, to develop its own endowment fund, she 
replied “to my knowledge, the board has not had discussions 
what it intends to do.” ‘4 ; 

The disputed $50,000 would be a powerful boost to the local 
NAACP treasury, which, according to Evans, contains only

These 
expressions were not simply 
used verbally, but rather they 
were found scrawled on desks 
at the training academy, on 
bulletin boards, in the rest- 
rooms, and on the walls of var- 
ious substations.” : 

The judge wrote of the use of 
racial remarks or stereotypes 


as well as racial graffiti at the

Duncan was particularly 
alarmed by a statement of Lt.

SWAT,” the judge noted. “At 
that time, the commander of 
SWAT, Lt. Richard Foor, later 
Capt. Foor, told the Black 
officer that as long as he was 
the SWAT commander he 
would have ‘no niggers on 
SWAT". unless it was ordered 


by the federal court.” 
Regarding promotions, 
Duncan cited from the-trans- 
cript of the trial that only four 
Blacks have been promoted to 
sergeant in the last ten years, 


_and—between_1974-and_1984. 


only one Black was promoted 
to the rank of lieutenant, and 
that was in. 1980. 2 

Concerning the matter of 
sergeants’ examinations, Dun- 
can concluded: . ; 

“The~1976, 1978, and 1982 
sergeants’ examination had a 
disparate impact on Black 
officers and that those exami- 
nations have not sufficiently 
shown to be job related.” 

Of particular question was 
the regulation that an officer 
must spend three years in 
patrol prior to being trans- 
ferred to another assignment. 

Duncarm said: “If such a time 
is implemented it must be prox- 
imately job related. As menti- 
oned above, defendants have 
not produced probative evi- 
dence indicative of such a 
relationship.”

The NAACP has been in con- 
stant contact with members of 
the Police Officers for Equal 
“Rights (POER) who filed the 
suit, and has pledged its sup- 
_ port'to any activities in which 
the POER were engaged in 
subsequent to the ruling. 

Evans stated that the case 
would not affect the suit filed 
by the NAACP against the 
Columbus Police Dept. for 
allegedly wire tapping NAACP 
phones. However, he also 
noted that it was “the same 
state of mind that created both 
situations.” 

Jerry Hammond, president 
of City Council, stated it was 
“pretty much understood” that 
the city would lose the suit, and 
he expected that potential 
damages in the case could be 
“heavier than the (Ewa) Brant 
case,” in which the Columbus 
police were found to have dis- 
criminated against women in 
their efforts to become police 
officers. 

State Rep. Otto Beatty said, 
"i'm glad they won,” but he was 
concerned as well about the 
potential remedy. “What's 
important is what the court is 
going to order in the area of 
remedy and restitution.” 

According to Hammond, the 
city was required to pay over $1 
million in the Brant case, and 
back pay awards alone for 
those officers improperly 
denied promotion could cost 
the. city several hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, if Judge 


Duncan so orders. 
* According to- Mayor's aid 
Mark Anthony, the city has

The Mayor's 1984 Executive 
Order endorsing affirmative 
action “covers completely” the 
Black officers’ request that the 
city make a public statementin 
support of equal rights for all 
city employees, and endorsing 
affirmative action remedies to 
achieve that goal. 

Hammond was uncertain 
whether the Black officers vic- 
tory would have an affect on 
police operations. “It should.” 
Hammond said, “but whether it 
will or not, I:don’t know. Some 
of those people who partici- 
pated in the insanities of those 
times are still here. The full 
pressure of that court decision 
should be brought to bear on 
those officers,'’ Hammond 
concluded. 

Safety Director Alphonso 
Montgomery had no comment 
on the case. 

Uncertain at press time was 
whether the city would appeal! 
Judge Duncan's ruling. City 
Attorney Greg Lashutka said 
he would be “meeting with the 
mayor, safety director and 
police chief to discuss the 
impact of the ruling,” and that a 
decision on whether to appeal 
would be made within a “rea- 
sonable period of time: The 
city has no longer than Jan. 23 
to decide whether it wishes to 
appeal the ruling.

ON THE TE 


After a good drive to the 
landing area of the fairway, we 
are faced with along shot tothe 
green of approximately 195 
yds. a perfect distance for the 


long iron. A two iron off the 


fairway is one of the most diffi- 
cult shots there is in the game 
of golf. Like the driver, the two 
iron has very little loft and has 
no tee to help the shot. It takes 
a lot of time and practice to be 
able to handle this club with 
confidence, but when you mas- 
ter it you will reap great 
rewards. 
The reason the weekend 
t-finds the two-and three 
irons so difficult to hit is 
because the face of each is so 
very small and straight. You 
must hit the ball dead center of 
the clubface to produce a long 
accurate shot that will hold the 
green. Should you hit it slightly 
on the toe or heel, it will dribble 
nowhere. You do not have the 
large margin for error that you 
have with a three or four wood 
which is twice ‘the size of the 
three or two iron. That is why 


the average golfer is so much .. 


more confident with the wood, 
knowing that if he doesn't 
catch it dead in the middie of 
the club face he will still get a 
reasonably good shot. 

With the long irons you must 
visualize the shot as a “sweep” 
rather than a definite hit. All 
iron shots must be hit with a 
descending blow,.but you 
don't want to take a large divot. 
You aim the shot to hit a des-

Clipp the grass. You mustusea 
slightly narrower stance with 
the irons to compensate for the 
shorter club length. The ball 
should be positioned inline 
withthe left heel, the body 
weight, if anything, should 
favor the left side.

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Rinehart administration puts . 
emphasis on human services 


The city’s Human Services 
Dept. administered approxi- 
mately $17 million in 1984, 
according to Director Khari 
Enaharo. 

Of the total amount, $16.5 
million came from the federal 
government, and $500,000 
from the ¢ity's general fund. 

The Human Services Dept., 
created in 1984 from the 
remains of the Community 
Services Dept., is divided into 
two divisions neighborhood 
servicesandcommunity 
services. 

The overall purpose of the 
department, according to nee 
Columbus City Code, is to b 
“responsible forcoordinating, 
Managing, regulating, imple- 
menting and promoting pro- 
grams for the preservation and 
enhancement of neighbor- 
hoods, as well as for the provi- 
sion of social services to the 
city of Columbus as a whole.” 

The neighborhood services 
unit, according to Endharo, 
includes such programs as 
housing rehabilitation., rental 
housing rehabilitation, urban 
homesteading, mobile tool 
program, special environmen- 
tal services, affordable hous- 
ing program, cultural arts pro- 
grams, areacommissions, 
comprehensive rezoning, and 
a fair housing effort. 

“The community services div- 
ision, the director pointed out, 
includes such programs as 
youth services, consumer edu- 
cation and protection, and 
social services funded with 
revenue sharing monies. 

In addition to Enaharo, other 
key staff members include 
Robert Zook, deputy. director; 
Jesse Wood, administrator, 
neighborhood services; 
Patrice Ware, fiscal administra- 
tor, James Chambers, contract 
compliance; Stan Dixon, 
weights and measures; William 
Craig, consumer affairs; Terry 
Boyd, youth services bureau; 
Pat Smith, cultural arts coordi- 
nator; and Ted Waterfield, 
compliance and oversight. 

There are 121 persons 
employed by the department, 
the.director state. 

Following is a 1984 review of 
some of the accomplishments 
of the Human Services Dept.: 


REVENUE SHARING -- The- 


city. of Columbus receives $9.4 
million in revenue sharing 
funds from the federal 
government. A total of $2.8 mil- 
lion is channelled to 39 agen- 
cies through the Human Servi- 
ces Dept., to provide such 
services as health care, coun- 
seling temporary material 
assistance and food distribu- 
tion, information and referral, 
and services to senior citizens. 

‘A total of 191,000 clients 
have served by the agencies, 
according . to Enaharo.

The purpose of the unit, 
according to Enaharo, is “to 
provide, through various pro- 
grams;-opportunities to youth 
in their quest to achieve whole- 
some growth and develop- 
ment.” 

A -new program instituted in 
1984 is known as Challenge, 
which_ is “designed to build 
communication skills, self- 
esteem, and an undestanding 
of truth in one's peers and 
adults,” Enaharo explained. 

These elements are being 
development in the youth, 
Enaharo noted, through a ser- 
ies of activities, while the youth 
also learn the advantage of and 
value of cooperation. 

A tour of the Marysville facil- 
ity for women was instituted in 
1984, Enaharo said. 

Enaharo pointed out that the 
Youth Service Bureau “has 
been extremely active” con- 
cerning the emergency of 
youth “gangs” in Columbus. 
Mayor Dana G. Rinehart and 
Enaharo met with representa- 

The Youth Service Bureau 
represents the Human Servi- 
ces Dept. on a working com- 
mittee designed to develop a 
comprehensive approach to 
the juvenile problem, Enaharo 
stated. 

NEIGHBORHOOD SERVI- 
CES -- The rehab housing sec- 
tion of this division has 
reduced a backlog of 600 rehab 
cases to half that amount, Ena- 
haro*noted, and has started a 
new rental rehab program, 
vacant housing program, 
abandoned housing, and a Hill- 
top Design Phase !| project. 
Other related services include 
a fair housing services pro- 
gram, the new. Ohio Housing 
Firancy Agency Home Im- 
provement Loan program, and 
the creation of a Neighbor- 
hood Action Center. 

One of the programs 
initiated in 1984 is a vacant 
housing project which makes 
homeownership an opportun- 
ity for potential homebuyers, 
Enaharo stated. The emer- 
gency housing program pro- 
vides temporary housing for 
families who have no place to 
go, he added. The division also 
operates the Urban Home- 
steading program, a own - a- 


home-through-a-lottery effort; 
and the abandoned housing 
program which secures vacant 
properties for the homestead 
lottery:
